Continuation of box 2(a): The proposed amendment will not be entered because it 
would enter a limitation into the instant claims requiring the functional fine particles to be 
compressed at 44/n/mm 2 "together with the support," wherein the support is made of a 
specified material. The requirement that the particles be compressed "together with the 
support" is a new limitation that was not earlier presented and requires further search 
and/or consideration to determine patentability. 

Continuation of box 2(c): the proposed amendment will not be entered because the 
applicants seem to be arguing in the proposed amendment that the new limitation 
require that the particles be formed directly onto the support and then compressed 
together with the support. Neither the proposed claims nor the claims previously 
presented are limited to having the particles formed directly on the support ("form on the 
support" does not require the particles to be "directly on" the surface of the support). 
Accordingly, applicant's arguments do not materially simplify the issues for appeal.
